Meney and Trade. 


Money is abundant at all the money cen- 
ters. Last year, this time, it was worth, in 
New York, 7 per cent. gold and upwards; 
now it is a drug at 3 per cent. per annum 
The same story comes from Boston and 
Philadelphia. In the former city targe bal- 
ances of currency remain in idleness for lack 
of profitable employment, says the Traveller ; 
and in the latter, borrowers, in the words of 
the Ledger, dictate their own terms 
as to rates. Substantially the same 
reports come from the great 
business centers of the West. Its abundaace 
in Chicago and the Jack of satisfactory in- 
vestments are attested by the large supply 
for loan On mortgages, and even from New 
Orleans comes the stereotyped report, 
“money abundant.” The cry for morecur- 
rency sounds preposterous to the “bloated 
bondholders” who can not loan their 


balances. 
This abnndance of money at the business 


centers, says the commercial Bulletin, is not 
an indication of a healihful condition of tke 
business interests of the country. It tells 
of a wide-spread stagnation, curtailment of 
mercantile operations, suspension of enter- 
prise, uncertainty in the present, and hesita- 
tion as to the future. The spring trade has thus 
far been disappointing. The disappointment 
is the greater, because the Fall trade, which 
promised so fairly, and looked so healthful 
and cheering, was nipped ia the bud by the 
money panic, and the business which was 
expected was not realized. But the country 
was every where reported to be bare of stocks 
of goods and merchandise, and the impres- 
sion prevailed—among the jobbers particu- 
lirly—that they must have a good Spring 
business—that the usual reaction would surely 
follow the season of depression. The result 
is eminently unsatisfactory. New York 
and Boston are both compelled to admit 
that trade is not in a flourishing condition. 
There is a deadicck,a stagnation, which is 
becoming chronic, and quite distressing. 

The condition of trade is doubtless par- 
tially attributabls to the inactivity of 
Congress. The debate in the Senate 
on finance and currency seems to be 
interminable. The Weliy of Congress in 
indefinitely defining the limit of the currency, 
and in settling the new regulations for bank» 
ing and bankrupts, creates, beyond a doubt a 
good deal of uncertainty and hesitation in 
business circles; but there are other and deeper 
causes for the unwonted depression in trade. 
The panic of last October left its scars, and 
lessons, and cautions. 3
